Galli-Curci to Sing in Lawrence 


Front Portland, Maine, to Portland, Ore- 
gon, from bec, Canada, to New Orleans, 
the name of Galli-Curci is loved. The fame 
of the great soprano who is to sing in the 
Empire theatre, Lawrence, Wednesday even- 
ing, May 30, has spread from country to 
country, for the record of her: success is 
unique in musical annals. The cities that 
heard her in her early days, Rome, Milan, 
Cairo, Alexandria, Buenos Aires, have fol- 
lowed with intense interest the great suc- 
cesses of the simple, soulful singer who had 
captivated them, and had then taken America 
by storm. 

Her sensational success at her ‘‘try-out”’ 
in Chicago on the afternoon of November 18, 
1916, as “Gilda” in “‘ Rigoletto”, made New 
York burn with curiosity, and the news of a 
successor to Patti spread like wildfire to the 
four corners of the globe. A singer abso- 
lutely unknown to America unheralded, 
caught the public unawares and, in a single 
afternoon, endeared herself to their hearts 


forever. It is interesting to recall the oc- 
casion of the great artist’s first American 
triumph. -Curci as “Gilda”-on the 


posters outside the Auditorium in Chi 
meant nothing to the audience as it filed in 
to hear the Saturday matinee performance of 


MADAME GALLI-CURCI 


“Rigoletto” six years ago. After the second 
act, however, Galli-Curci meant to them the 
arrival of a new celebrity in the music world. 
It meant, as the Tribune called it, “Some- 
thing in the nature of a soprano conflagra- 
tion.” It meant that Campanini immediate- 
ly offered her.a flattering contract. It meant 
the arrival of the long-waited-for successor 
to Patti. Asone critic summed it up: “ Noth- 
ing like her has been heard in the years in 
which Chicago has had an opera company 
named for it.” 

Since that memorable day Galli-Curci has 
made from twelve to eighteen appearances in 
the Chicago Auditorium each season, to sold 
out houses, and last March 6th the critic in 
the Chicago Evening Post in reviewing her 
thirteenth appearance there of the season, 
wrote as follows: 

“There used to be a notion that artists 
who come to the same town too often wore 
out their welcome, and that it was wise for a 
season or two to leave the ground fallow, ina 
manner of speaking, after having harvested 
several crops. On general principles 
this is doubtless a good rule to follow, but 
it does not apply in the case of Mme. Galli- 
Curci. It is evident that in this community 
there are enough people waiting to hear her 
to fill the Auditorium to overflowing as many 
times as she cares tocome. There must be a 
reason since such things do not happen just 
by accident. As far as Mme. Galli-Curci 
is concerned it merely requires a normal pair 
of ears to discover the reason, She has a 
voice of exquisite beauty, extraordinary 
singing skill and that elusive quality called 
personality. The combination makes Mme. 
Galli-Curci and furnishes the reason why 
people flock to hear her.”

Railroad Strike Ends 


Agreement to end the Lawrence street car 
strike was made Tuesday evening at a meet- 
ing of a committee of strikers with a com- 

ittee of the public trustees, and full service 
was resumed at four o’clock Wednesday 
morning. Earlier in the afternoon the 
strikers voted to return to work if their de- 
mands were ted, and the trustees ac- 

ted the offer. 

The strikers returned to work without 
prejudice and without loss of anything ex- 
cept their wages for the time the strike has 
lasted, according to a letter from Pres. W. D. 
Mahon of the ted Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Employees, 
made public by Pres. John F. O’Brien of the 

union. 

Although the strike existed only on the 
Lawrence division, the concessions made a 
the public trustees will become effective all 
over the lines of the Eastern Massachusetts 
Street Railway Company. Pres. O’Brien of 
the local union said that the strikers were 
successful in practically all of their demands. 

The eight of present employees to operate 
busses wherever put on by the Eastern Mass- 
achusetts was granted by the trustees. Here- 
tofore the requests of motormen, conductors 
and others for a chance to-become chauffeurs 
on company busses has been ignored by the 
officials. 

The seniority of men on the s list was 
also granted. Demand for a 35 percent in- 
crease in wages, for an eight-hour day and 
for seniority for miscellaneous employees 
will be submitted to arbitration, it was 
agreed. 

The arbitration board will consist of one 
man named by the union, one man named 
by the trustees, and one to be selected by 
these ad All awards will be retroactive to 

ay 2. 

It was agreed that hereafter all discip- 

measures, including discharges, will 
be submitted to arbitration. 

The strike began early Saturday morning, 
about 115 men employed in the local divi- 
sion taking part in it. Operation on lines 
enters Lawrence from Reading, Haverhill 
and Salem, was discontinued on the town 
lines but i i of the through cars were 
later resumed.

Sugar and Car Strikes 


The gradual spread of a few economic 
principles throughout the general pub- 
lic brings many peculiar results, chiefly 
because the general public, being un- 
familiar with the ultimate result which 
the economists reach from their reason- 
ing,pick out the few points which best 
suit their own ideas and forget the rest. 
In a totally unorganized, but neverthe- 
less very effective manner, the women 
of Boston are protesting against the high 
price of sugar. Mr. Hoover and a re 
others have convinced them that the 
price of sugar is unwarranted by condi- 
tions. The women know full well that | 
there is a law of supply and demand; 
housewives gossip over the back fence, 
or perhaps over the telephone to excess 
of the five-minute limit, and in less than 
no time newspapers are able to announce 
that Boston women are out to cut the 
price of sugar by lowering the demand 
for it. 

Is it not true that the price depends 
upon the amount of supply and the 
amount of demand? It is. Is it not 
true that if one lowers the demand for 
goods, the equation is so constructed 
that this will in, turn lower the price of 
the goods? It most certainly is. But 
is it not also true that if the supply is 
lowered to keep pace with the lowered 
demand, the goods will not change in 
price at all? According to the economic 
theorist, that is exactly what may hap- 
pen. The success of the Boston wom- 
en’s action therefore, according to the 
theory on which they are basing their 
action, depends upon the sugar re- 
finery owners ‘continuing to dump 
sugar on the market in such quantities 
that it will eventually flood the market 
beyond all proportion to the demand 
for it. Our own previous experience 
with the gentlemen who sell sugar, leads 
us to believe that they are not very 
liable to take any such action. 

At the same time, even though there 
is a great question as to whether the 
action of the Boston women can ac- 
complish any definite change in the 
price of sugar, there is considerable 
significance in the fact that a sup- 
posedly unorganized group of women 
can successfully maintain a unified plan 
of action. It shows a latent power of 
cooperation with each other, which has 
cropped out before, in a clothes boy- 
cott, in the passing of the Equal Suf- 
frage Amendment, or in war work. 
The men of the country may well draw 
a lesson from such action. 

In Lawrence, during the past week, 
we have seen an organized body of men 
accomplish a work boycott. The 
Townsman does not pretend to judge 
the fairness of either side of the ques- 
tion, although it does not feel that em- 
ployees of public service companies 
help their cause very much with the

general public when they take action 
which causes the public much incon- 
venience and loss of time over a period 
of several days. Again it is a case of the 
supply and the demand for service, 
instead of for sugar, except that in this 
case, the real issue is between the pub- 
lic and the carmen, rather than be- 
tween the carmen and their employers. 
The public demands service. The car- 
men supply it. If the public demands 
servicé badly enough to pay the carmen 
a raise in salary or changes in working 
conditions which make operation more 
expensive, the company will most 
surely make the change and grant the 
requests, all of which the public will 
pay for. 

We are too prone’ to look only on the 
surface of such things as the price of 
sugar and a carmen’s strike. The de- 
mand of the public for a commodity, be 
it sugar or electric railway service, is 
not a tangible visible thing. One can- 
not measure it exactly, nor can one 
estimate truthfully in advance just 
what trend it will take. If we can just 
be sure that every fight between supply 
and demand forces, in which the de- 
mand eventually exceeds the supply, 
whether by manipulation or otherwise, 
is going to lessen the buying power of 
our dollars and everyone’s else dollars, 
we shall begin to get a less distorted 
view of the situations in which the pub- 
lic, organized or unorganized, is the 
final judge of any action which is taken. 


Editorial Cinder 


Once each year, throughout the 
country, everyone pauses to do homage 
to mother, to that unselfish, uncom- 
plaining being who watches over and 
guides our destinies for the first few 
years of our lives, and who, thereafter, 


watches just as closely but too fre-| pe} 


quently is given little opportunity to 
guide. It is unfortunate and even 
shameful, that it, has become necessary 
for the country to set aside a ‘‘day,” on 
which we may turn our thoughts to the 
dead or our actions to the living mother 
who has been so much to us, who has 
done so much for us. Is it that the 
ramifications and complexities of our 
existence have become such that we 
must make public acknowledgment 
of our emotions and set a definite time 
for such public action? Or is it perhaps 
that we feel that sufficient has not been 
done in the past to acknowledge that 
debt which we owe personally to our 
own loved mother; and publicly to the 
mothers of the world, and that we 
must, at least once a year, dedicate a 
day of our lives to them. May we not, 
next Sunday, feel that the day is in 
truth a dedication, and pause to dis- 
charge a portion at least, of that obliga- 
tion which we owe to mother.

WITH KIPLING IN VERMONT 


Famous Writer Enjoyed the Deep 
Snow and the Society of His 
Farmhand Companions. 


The recent heavy snows in Vermont 
recall to a correspondent of the Spring- 
field) Republican the big snows of 
1805-96 in which Kipling delighted. 
“This was the winter in which Rud- 
yard Kipling found so much recreation 
and sport in helping the farmhands 
‘plow out’ and when he was often seen 
in town on a sled to which two plows 
Were attached and one and often two 
pairs of horses furnished motive pow- 
er, The busy author was a real sport 
and liked nothing better than to chal- 
lenge the elements in his goloshes and 
long-legged stockings when he dived 
into the deepest snowdrifts, wallowing 
through until he looked more like a man 
of snow than a human helper. Kipling 
in his associations with the farmers 
and the hired man never let any droll 
expression or action pass his notice. 
He would, in order not to forget it, 
dive into his pockets for a bit of paper 
and @ pencil and quickly jot down 
unique expressions and funny sayings 
of his plow companions, and nobody 
can tell how many of these odd re- 
marks found use in his many folklore 
stories,” 


Fires Result of Carelessness., 

Fire control on national forests be- 
somes every year more effective 
through various forms of co-operation, 
says the Forest service, United States 
Department of Agriculture. Man- 
caused fires ure still the great hazard 
and the great problem, The only way, 
he says, to reduce these fires is to 
impress the habit of care with fire on 
the minds of users and visitors on 
national forests. In 1921 the total 
number of man-caused fires was 4,400; 
yet there {s no more reason for the 
usual man-caused fire on the national 
forests than there is for the usual 
grade-crossing accident.
